State Work- j 
shop Inspector Kearns. and State j 
Labor Statiscian Wirmel that they; 
were confirmed by a Republican Sen- i 
ate after the decision of Attorney-1 
General Denman, holding that they j 
were not entitled to certain traveling | 
expenses, and that, moreover, they, 
had simply followed a long-establish- 
ed custom, based upon the ruling 
made by a Republican predecessor of 
Denman's John M. Sheets. 


Upon notification of the change in ; 


practice, they returned to the State j 
Treasury 
the paltry sums which 


they had received. 
As for willful graft, these officials, 


aserted th» Governor were no more 
guilty of it than was Mr. Harding in 
making the overcharges for public 
printing, for which he is now being 
sued 
at 
the instance of the State 


Bureau of Accounting. 


In other words, if they are graft- 


ers, so is Mr. Harding.

1905. in which State Treas- 
urer Me Kinnon requested the re- 
turn of the $200.000 in order that it 
might be counted at the quarterly 
settlement, promising to return it 
within 4S hours. These letters are 
now famous over the state, and have 
been read at every political meeting 
addressed by the Governor to show 
the connection between

Treasury and George B. Cox. whom 
he hold's as sponser for Harding's 
candidacy.

HOME TALKS 


Little Problems of Tlit Home. 


The Son on the Eve of Twenty. 


is so hard to ouuiag* 


row." said a mother wearily. "He Is 
Just at an age when he talnks he 
knows everything and has a right to 
do as be pleases, and It is so difficult 
to control him " 


"How 
old Is her* asked the listener. 


"Just past seventeen." 
Many a mother will sympathize 


with the mother of this boy 
From 


seventeen to twenty boys are Indeed 
difficult propositions. They are hav- 
ing their first taste of the freedom of 
manhood, and It la apt to go to their 
bead. 


If the spirit of comradeship haa 


always existed between mother and 
son or father and son, the problem 
Is not quite so difficult, though even 
In this case a son will sometimes 
•eem to draw away from parents for 
a brief while at this age. Bat when 
a father or mother has been bat little 
more in a child's life than a monitor 
or a disciplinarian, this period is 
then full of trouble; for a boy at this 
age will brook HtU* restraint. 
He 


doesn't want advice or admonition. 
He wants to go his own way. 


It is a time whan the mother or 


father needs to guide without appear- 
ing to do so. The boy must think 
he is shaping his ota course, while 
all the time he is fi.towing sugges- 
tions tactfully thrown ont by the 
parents. The merest hint of "You 
shall" or "Shall not" will veer him at 
once obstinately in the opposite di- 
rection; whereas the soft wind of 
diplomatic suggestion will waft him 
at once Into the coarse the mother 
wishes. 


A boy of this age who had secnred 


his first position rather selfishly 
spent all his salary upon himself, 
though his mother needed a portion 
of it for family expenses. 
Instead 


of Insisting that he give her a part, 
which in this case would have done 
no good and probably have stirred 
up a quarrel and made the boy absent 
himself from home, she forestalled 


, Ms purchase,-of expensive wearing 


iparei (or himself toy diplomatically 


bow wall to wou!4 feefc 


In certain styles and how ridiculous 
such and such a thing appeared on a 
boy an* had seen the other day. She 
did it casually, as If there was no 
present application to her remarks, 
and there was sound sense as well as 
economy back of what she said. A 
boy is quick to see through such sub- 
terfuges if there isn't good sense in 
it. This boy, in particular, wanted 
to buy a derby for winter, whereas 
the mother thought a cap plenty good 
enough and much less expensive. 
She poked mild fun at a boy she had 
seen wearing a derby, which evident- 
ly he thought made him look like a 
man, she said, but which only mad* 
him look ridiculous. Then she spoke 
admiringly of how well some football 
fellows she had seen looked in caps. 
It weakened this boy's set resolution 
to get a derby, and finally he choea 
a cap. 


The parents of a troublesome boy 


of this age should range themsehes 
on the boy's side. They should try 
to see things with the boy's eyes. 
They should go with him In spirit 
in his pleasures and ambitions just 
a« far as possible 
He will then feel 


thev are a comrade, cot an opponent, 
and will be more likely to listen to 
them «hen thov do see differently 
from him. He should feel and know 
'that love, pure and unstinted, is back 
I of all their advice and counsel for 
•him 
And all appeals to him to do or 


not to io should always be made to 
his reason, Judgment and manliness. 
Recognize his manliness. Put the 
proposition up to him as a man. 
rather than command him to do this 
or that, as if he were sul! a child. 
Have good, sound reasons for the 
course you want him to adopt, re- 
membering also that "the world do 
move," and that methods have Im- 
proved some since you were young. 
Meeting the boy on the eve of twenty 
on these grounds is likely to Induce 
him to follow your course, instead of 
going wilfully on his own inex- 
lierlenced way.

that ta^mafee the former official obey 
our wlshfes^we had also' to exert simul- 
taneous conipulsion over the latter. 
whose consent vhe needed, and that 
popular control bV-ame thus anything 
but the simple matter it ought to be. 
The politicians can always get their 
own way if they make the council 
large enough. A council of fifteen men 
might occasionally feel personally the 
pressure of public opinion, but triple 
the size of the council, and the individ- 
ual members become so iasigniScant 
and publicity so subdivided that each 
member is safely "lost in the shuffle." 


Those who promoted the idea of hav- 


ing a host cf elective officials in the 
government have always taken it for 
granted that there was something 
democratic about this procedure. 
De- 


mocracy, however, does not consist in 
electing everybody, but in contrvUiny 
everybody. 
The mayor's office boy. 


for instance, may be appointed by the 
mayor, or elected by popular vote. He 
is & public servant, but there is noth- 
ing democratic in electing him when 
he can just as well be appointed. The 
rital thing is that he shall be con- 
trolled by the people, and if he will 
be under better control through ap- 
pointment than through election, it is 
more democratic to appornt him. 


Tbe commission plan of government 


is based on no false idea that the peo- 
ple want to elect everybody. It gives 
the power to five men. who thereby 
become conspicuously responsible be- 
fore a!l the people of the city. Each 
one of them is important enough to 
make it worth while for the citizens to 
inquire concerning his record 
and 


character. 
Each candidate for the of- 


fice can attract a crowd to hear him 
Speak, whereas an old time councilman 
would have been utterly unable to get 
• hearing before the people. 
There 


are not so many of these officials but 
what every citiw-n can find out about 
all of them and vote intelligently on 
election day. There are not so many 
as to cause a citizen to depend u;x>n 
tickets put together for him by noiit- 
ical specialists. Each citizen can and 
does make op his own ticket, and the 
function 
of the professional ticket 


making machines is thereby entirely 
disposed of. 


If the commission were composed of 


ten men instead of five the lisi of 
names would be longer than the aver- 
age citizen would be likely to retnem- 
bcr for himself, and we should see a 
natural grouping of candidates and 
their election by groups h.stead of 
singly.
